WHO.SIT UPON THE UNITED STATES 
COURT BENCH 


HANDLED BY MR. B. H. HILL 


In His Testimony Before the Judiciary Com- 
mittee—The Silver Bill May Be 
Voted on Next Week. . 


WaAsHINGTON, February 10.—[{Special.]—In 
the report of the judiciary committee on its 
investigation of the violations of United 
States laws by judges, commissioners, and 
others, many extracts are given from the testi- 
mony of Mr. B. H. Hill, of Atlanta, who says 
that Judge McKay, after he became affected 
mentally and physically, suspended sentence 
in nearly evéry case of conviction for violation 
of internal revenue laws. Following this. Mr. 
Hill says: 

‘‘He hasan unrivaled record in that re- 
spect, except Judge Emory Speer, who sus- 
pended every one.”’ 

This statement is incorporated as part of the 
report. Mr. Hill further says: “The first 
term of the court held after I became district 
attorney washeld by Judge Speer, who is 
judge of the district court of the southern dis- 
trict of Georgia. My recollection is that he 
suspended every sentence upon the plea of 
guilty or verdict of guilty immediately, or a 
few days thereafter, with one exception. 
That exception was, he sent a man to the Al- 
bany penitentiary fortwo years. I am satis- 
fied the records will show there was not one 
punished during that term of court, except 
this man Brown, who was sent to the Albany 
penitentiary. Judge Speer could not assign 
any reason for that, except that he would say 
tothe man: ‘This is the first time you have 
been before me, and I will let you off,’ with 
the statement that ‘if you come back I will 
send you to the penitentiary,’ but he gave no 
other reason forit. I objected to the suspen- 
sions as well as I could.’’ 

The committee takes occasion to say that 
the present judge of the northern district of 
Georgia ‘‘has observed the law and avoided 
this practice.” 

The Silver Bill. 

It is now quite certain thatthe house coinage 
committee will report a silver bill, either the 
latter part of this week or the first of next, 
Speaker Reed said today he thought the ap- 
propriation bills would be out of the way by 
Saturday, and next woek the house could pro- 
ceed with other business. This means thata 
vote can be had on a silver bill of some kind 
within two weeks, unless the gold bugs should 
resort to filibustering, and have Reed’s aid in 
it. However, there are some who believe to- 
day that Mr. Harrison will be embar- 
rassed by a free coinage bill, going 
to the white house before the 
end of the session. The advocates of the 
subsidy bill say today that Reed has promised 
two days of next week for the consideration of 
that measure. AS a consequence the large 
and wealthy lobby is working vigorously for 
votes. They declare tonight the bill will pass 
by a small majority. 

The Treasury Portfolio,

Federal Court Bills.

WASHINGTON, February 10,—The jhouse Dill, 
(coming over from Friday evening), was passed, 
increasing to $100a month the pension of the 
widow of General Custer.

OVER THE PRESIDENT’S VETO. 

Mr. Abbott,of Texas, from the committee on pub- 
lic buildings and grounds, reported back the bill 
providing for the extension of the public building 
at Dallas, Tex., at a cost of $200,000. This bill 
passed congress last session, but was vetoed by 
the president. The recommendation of the com- 
mittee is that the bill be passed over the veto. 

The bill passed—yeas 14], nays 69, the necessary 
two-thirds voting in the affirmative. 

THE BARRUNDIA KILLING. 

The legislative appropriation bill was taken up. 
In the general debate, the Barrundia case was re- 
vived by Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, who de- 
fended the action of Commander Reiter. The

teiter by the secretary of the navy was, he said, 
unwarranted and unjust. A naval officer had 
been degraded by a public reprimand, without 
the intervention of acourtmartial. His case was 
the case of every officer in the service, but higher 
than that the case involved the conduct of our 
officers in respectto foreign powers. Barrundia had 
been a notorious Guatemalan, charged with the 
commission of murderand the embezzlement of 
public funds as well as of high tr@agon. He had

"Own country at a time when he was resting under 


Barrundia was killed on the 
steamer Acapuico by the officers tndertaking to 
arrest him, which officers he undertook to murder. 
At that time two United States 
ships-of-war, the Ranger ard Thetis, lay 
in the roadstead, Commander Reiter being the 
commanding officer. He had not interfered with 
the arrest. The day after the killing, Reiter had 
been detached without any reason being assigned 
for the detachment. Three months afterwards, 
the secretary of the navy had addressed him a 
letter, which was printedin the public press be- 
fore it was received by Commander Reiter. It 
was thus apparent that the letter was written by 
the secretary of the navy, noteto Com- 
mander Reiter alone, but to the _ general 
public. He (Dalzell) would not, he said 
stop to criticise the secretary’s language and 
tone—his logic and rhetoric; but whatever Jan- 

uage and tone, whatever that logic and rhetoric, 
the letter had become an open public reprimand 
of a naval officer, of heretofore unquestionable 
courage and fidelity to duty. It had placed a 
stigma on his name and a blight on his career. It 
took from him his dearest possession, and from 
his children their richest inheritance. To Com- 
mander Reiter’s demand for a courtmartial, came 
the reply that his demand showed his ignorance 
of naval discipline. Could it be that 
art honorable’ officer, who had jfaith- 
fully served his country for many 
years, was to be degraded and disgraced by the 
dictum of an official whose career began yester? 
day and might in the mutability of politics end 
tomorrow. If it could be so, it was high time that 
there should be some legislation on this subject. 
He (Dailzell) did not deny the power of the sec- 
retary ofthe navy to express his disapprovai of 
the act of an officer; but he did deny the power of 
the secretary to administer Ney reprimand, in 
time of peece. If Commander Reiter merited a pub- 
licjreprimand, he merited dismissal from the navy. 
No secretary of the navy could administer pun- 
ishment, the effect of which was dismissal, with- 
out the intervention of a courtmartial. He 
(Dalzell) stood on the bold, defiant ground that 
the secretary of the navy had exceeded his power 
when he wrote and published his letter to Reiter. 

LODGE DEFENDS TRACEY. 

Mr. Lodge came to the defense of the secretary 
of the navy. When he heard the news of the 
killing of Barrundia on an American ship, he felt 
a shock of surprise and indignation that sucha 
bloody occurrence had taken. place under such 
circumstances. He had been,in common with 
other American citizens, ready to suspend 
judgment. Those facts were now  be- 
fore congress. The argument in the de- 
fense of Commander Reiter had been an able 
one, but he did feel, as.an American citizen, that 
the conduct of the American representatives at 
San Jose wasa subject for regret. The course 
they had taken was a mistaken course. He (Lodge) 
could quote numerous cases in which reprimands 
had been administered publicly by an executive 
officer. It was clear from precedents that the 
secretary of the navy had acted in accordance with 
a well-established practice. As §a matter of fact 
Barrundia had been arrosted under authority 
of the United States minister. Why 
was it that Guatemala took such pain, 
to get the authority of our minister. It was be- 
cause Guatemala wanted Barrundia as a political 
refugee. Nobody would wish to make tne United 
States flag cover a fugitive from ju:tice. But 
Barrundia was a political refugee. It was easy to 
trump up charges against a man engaged in an 
unsuccessful revolution. He dared say that Bar- 
rundia’s character was none of the best, but when 
he sailed underthe American flag, it was a ques- 
tion of the right of asylum. 

Was Barrundia entitled to the right of —— 
from Commander Reiter’? He (Lodge) thougst he 


was. 
Mr. Lodge believed that the duty of every 
American officer was to take the chance oi error

Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, said that while he en- 
tertained the greatest repectand esteem for the 
head of the navy de ment, he was so unfortu- 
nate as not to be able to commend the secretary’s 
action towards Commander Reiter. He simply 
rose to say, that looking at the case from his own 
standpoint, he would not have written the letter

LASHED BY CONVICTS. 


RUSSIANS ADDING TO THEIR CRUEL- 
TIES TOTHE HEBREWS. 


INCENSED AT THE BRITISH PETITION. 


The Czar Has Instructed the Goverhors to 
Still Further Worry the Jews—How 
Young Recruits. Are Treated. 


Lonpoyn, February 10.—A St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Daily Telegraph, of this 
city, telegraphs from St. Petersburg important 
facts in connection with the possible result of 
the return by the czar, without comment, of 
the Guild Hall memorial in favor of the un- 
fortunate suffering Hebrews of Russia. The 
correspondent wires: 

“British sympathy has aggravated the Jews’ 
hard lot, which was already so wretched that 
it seemed impossible for it to be worse. Yet, 
provincial governors have redoubled the sever- 
ity of the laws. Where the statutes were in- 
applicable, governers have issued circulars 


| and ukases to replace them. 


THE BRITISH MEMORIAL DEPLORED. 
The Jews bitterly regret the British well- 
meaning but injudicious zeal, which has ex- 
asperated, instead of soothing, the Russian 
bear. The daily severity practiced against 
families of unoffending men, women and chil- 
dren are incredible and wanton, Russia’s 
reply to the lord mayor’s respectful petition 
consists of secret circulars ordering her 
officials to rigorously administer the anti- 
semitic laws, and to supply legal deficiency 
by their own decisions, harmonious with the 
goverhment’s intolerant spirit. The Poles, 
after the rebellion of 1864, were less cruelly 
and less inhumanely treated than the Jews 
after the London indignation meeting. 
GURKO’S CIRCULAR. 

General Gurko, governor of Warsaw, has 
issued a circular relating how Jewish recruits 
are to be brought for medical inspection. The 
Jews, through the wretched lives they are 
forced to live, are physically degenerate, and 
have become the most striking embodiment of 
human life, continuing in spite of the gradual 
decay of vital functions. A majority of the 
Jewish recruits are found to be unfit for 
service, 

“In the event of Christians being found 
unfit to perform the duties of a soidier, they 
are sent home and are finally released from 
pilitary serviee. The Jewish recruits, 
on the other hand, are worried to 
death. They are sent home and are subject, 
during the period of three years to be recalled 
atuny moment on suspicion of maligning. 
The recruit, consequently; returns to his home, 
hundreds of miles away, resumes his occupa- 
tion, and a month later is suddenly ordered to 
reappear for medical examination. This pro- 
cess is repeated at intervals of a few months 
during three years. 

UNDER POLICE ESCORT. 

General Gurko considers this method to be 
insuflicient, as it leaves the Jewish conscript 
the option of transporting himself, on foot or 
otherwise, to the town where the medical 
committee sits, and gives him dangerous lib- 
erty and opportunity to simulate il)ness. 
The result is that thenceforth the police are 
ordered to convey the Jews, on foot, to the 
town where the committee sits. The police 
are to arrest and imprison the recruits until 
the convict gang arrives, with which they are 
to proceed to the next prison, in company with 
murderers and thedregs of society, until they 
tiach their destination. 

LASHED BY CONVICTS. 

Young men, beginning life, are subject toa 
repetition of this process during three years

THE COTTON CROP. 


Report of the Department of Agriculture 
for February. 


WASHINGTON, February 10.—Cotton returns of 
the department of agriculture for February report 
the estimated product, compared with last year, 
the proportion sent from plantations, and the 
yield of lint to seed. The plants were prolific 
in bolling, and the bolls opened so rapidiy in the 
early autumn as to tax the capacity of the 
pickers and leave the cotton exposed to the 
weather, which was unusually moist. 

There is consequently generz1 complaint of dis- 
coloration, and to some extent injury of the fibre 
from some cause. An unusual amount of trash 
was gathered with the cotton that was thus ex- 
posed. The consolidation of county estimates, as 
returned by the reporters, makes 106 per cent as 
the product of last year. The state averages are 
as follows: North Carolina, which had a very 
small crop last year, 98; South Carolina, 106; 
Georgia, 105; Florida, 9%; Alabamh, 104; Missis- 
sippi, 103; Louisiana, 95; Texas, 108; Arkansas, 
102; Tennessee, 110. 

Some correspondents claim that there has been 
an organized effort to hold back the delivery of 
the crop In the hope of better prices. Others re- 
ort its rapid marketing to get the benefit of 
higher rates of the opening season. It is possible 
that both of these causes were operative, one 
early in the season ; the other later, counteracting 
the early movement. The proportions sent from 
plantations are thus reported: North Carolina 86 
per cent, South Carolina 85, Georgia 8, Florida 90, 
Alabama 86, Mississippi 86, Louisiana 90, Texas 
89, Arkansas 85, Tennessee 85. General average 87. 
The proportion of lint to seed is reported at 
32 to 33 per cent, the better results  be- 
ing in the Atlantic coast states andin Louisiana 
and Texas. in 

The Sun’s Cotton Keview. 

New YOrK, February 10.—Futures opened at 
three points decline, further declined and then 
advanced, closing steady at one point advance on 
near and partially one point decline on late 
months from yesterday’s closing prices. Liver- 
pool declined smartly under rumors regarding the 
report that was to come from the department of 
agriculture, and we responded with a drop of four 
to six points. Thereportfrom Washington was 
variously construed; in fact, was quite delphic 
in ite utterances. You could buy it, if 
you werea bull; make quite sure of a crop no 
larger than 750,000, while if you were a bear a 
crop of 8,250,000 was as plain as the nose on 
your faee. Ourown estimate, based upon this re- 
port, is 8,056,000 bales, not a great excess in yield 
when we take the poor quality and increased con- 
sumption into account. At any rate, the decline 
was soon checked; a quick recovery followed with 
large buying for August, and nothing but the 
fact that short interest was small saved the mar- 
ket from a “boom” of some importance. Spot

The Work the Farmers Have Accomplished 
for the Benefit of the Order. 

HARTWELL, Ga., February 10.—[Special.]— 
The alliance of Hart county is not troubling 
itself about local or national politics, but has 
gone to work in earnest and in a business way, 
to benefit its membership. Last year nearly 
every suballiance in the county borrowed 
money enough to run its membership for cash, 
basing the estimate on an economical adminis- 
tration of each man’s family government. As 
a consequence there were no unpaid bills to 
the merchant when the crop was made, ex- 
cept perhaps incases where the cash did not 
hold out. 

The money was obtained in this way: Five 
or six of the best men in each suballiance 
would make a note for enough money for all. 
The cash was then distributed to each mem 
ber according to his estimated needs. When 
the crop was gathered the money was brought 
in by each man in accordance with the talents 
he had received, and turned over to the makers 
of the bank note, who in turn paid off the note 
in bank. In this way men who were entirely 
unable to get money from the bank, got money 
and paid the merchant cash for his meat and 
corn. 

This arrangement, instead of damaging, 
helps the local merchant. He gets a fair 
profit and gets the money as he sells the goods, 
and can afford to sell for shorter profits be- 
cause he can use his cash several times the 
game season. The most of the guano was 
bought cn joint note in the same way and at 
very short profits to the dealer. 

The greatest trouble last year was get- 
ting a warehouse in which to store and from 
which to distribute the guano. The alliance 
was compelled to rent a warehouse at consider- 
able cost. To obviate this difficulty this 
season, they have bought achoice lot and let 
out contract for the building of a county ware- 
house at Hartwell, which is to be completed 
by the 20th of February. The money is 
already in hand for its completion.

This morning a lot of green grocers were 
fined. They had not sold anything last Sun- 
day, merely opening their stores to deliver 
meat that had been sold on Saturday, and 
which was kept in their ice boxes for custom- 
ers to prevent the meat’s spoiling. The mayor 
informed them that hereafter peo le must do 
without meat on Sunday, or find a way of 
keeping it at home. ‘The newsdealers were 
told that as long as the law stood as it now is, 
people must buy Sunday literature on 
Saturday, and do without the Satur- 
day’s papers from other towns until 
Monday. The delivery of bread, ice cream 
and other things must stop.

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SOMETHING OF A FREIGHT BLOCK- 
ADE IN THE RAILROAD YARDS. 


Gossip Concerning Western and Atlantic 
Changes—Other Railroad News of 
General Interest. 

Something must be done to raise the freight 
blockade which at present exists in the local 
yards of the railroads. 

The Western and Atlantic road is in prob- 
ably the worst shape. There are on the tracks 
of that road in and around the city 325 cars all 
loaded with freight consigned to merchants in 
this city. One hundred of these cars are on what 
are known as the wagon tracks and are easy of 
‘wecess to teams. The other 225 are out on the 
fair ground tracks and will have tobe switched 
in as fast as room for them can be made on the 
wagon tracks. 

These cars have been in the city all the way 
from tive to twenty days. The long-continued 
rainy weather is, in a great degree, responsible 
for this state of affairs, and the officers of the 
road think that four or five more such days as 
yesterday will witness the clearing up of the 
tracks. The merchants to whom this freight 
is consigned are asked to lend their energies in 
clearing up the blockade, and it will be to their 
own interests to do so and prevent the delay 
on incoming consignments. In fact, the com- 
mercial interests of the city depend, in a great 
measure, upon the raising of the blockade. 

The Central freight officers say that they 
have been crowded for some time, owing to 
the scarcity of side-tracks, but that they - are 
not blocked, and are handling all the freight 
that is being giventhem. 

The East Tennessee, Richmond and Dan- 
ville and the Atlanta and West Point roads 
are not at all embarrassed by the blockade, and 
apprehend no difficulty unless the crowded 
condition of the other roads prevent the trans- 
ferring of through freight. 

The Chattanooga trains, Nos. 11 and 12, on 
the Western and Atlantic, will be discontinued 
on and after Sunday. They are now, and 
have been heretofore, running on the following 
schedule: No. 11 leaves Atlanta 11:10 o’clock 
p. m.; arrives Chattanooga 4:40 o’clock a. m. 
No. 12 leaves Chattanooga 8:30 o’clock p. m.; 
arrives Atlanta §:45 o'clock a. m. 

There are two prime reasons given for the 
abolishment of these trains. In the first place, 
they are both night trains and poorly 
patronized and the present volume of passen- 
ger traffic between here and Chattanooga can, 
it is thought, be taken care of without them. 
Again, their discontinuance will permit of more 
attention to the freight department, which, at 
present, is badly crowded. Commencing Sun- 
day, four new freight schedules will be put on, 
two out of Atlanta and two from Chattanooga. 

Assurance comes from President Thomas that 
the passenger traffic will still be well taken 
care of. 


Over $35,000 worth of steel rails have been 
laid at thisend of the Western and Atlantic 
in the past month, the improved portion ex- 
tending ten miles north from the 3-mile post. 


There is nothing temporary about Major 
McCullum’s ‘appointment as president of the 
Western and Atlantic road, Chattanooga papers 
to the contrary notwithstanding. He is a per- 
manent fixture in the position, and certainly, 
judging from his fine record with the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis in the past, 
no better man could have been selected for the 
place. 


President Thomas, of the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis road, arrived in the 
city yesterday, but has not as yet made any 
appointment to fill. the vacancy caused by 
Captain Wylie’s resignation as master of trains, 
In the meanwhile, Mr. A. B. Bostick, as- 
sistant superintendent, is temporarily filling 
the position. 


The resignation ol Mr. Charles Beardsley as 
chief train dispatcher of the road will take ef- 
fect March Ist, and it is thought that Mr. Rob- 
ert Saunders, now train dispatcher at the Chat- 
tanooga end of the route, will be appointed to 
succeed him. 


President Thomas will remain in the city all 
of this week, and expects to have all complica- 
tions straightened out by Saturday at the fur- 


thest. 

It looks as though there ought to be an official 
inspector of railrvads, in view of the fact that 
there are 80 many serious accidents in 
Georgia of late, says The LaGrange Graphic. 
The people need protection in this 
matter. A LaGrange gentleman, while wait- 
ingfor a train at a_ station on the Sa- 
vannah, Griffin and North Alabama railroad a 
few days ago, tooka stroll along the track and 
was horrified to find so many rotten ties. He says 
he could find any number of spikes that he could 
pull from the ties with his fingers. 


Bonds forthe building of the Paducah, Ten- 
nessee and Alabama railroad from Paris, Tenn., to 
Sheffield, Ala., have been placed and preparations 
are now being made to push the road through as 
rapidly as possible, says The Birmingham News. 

The road is practically finished from Paducah, 
Ky., to Paris, Tenn., a distance of about 100 miles. 
The survey has been made from Paris, Tenn., to 
Sheffield, Ala., 2 distance of about 150 miles, and 
this will now be put :inder comtract. 

The ultimate des: ::.tion of the road is Birming- 
ham. After it is finished from Paducah to Shef- 
field, it will be built from Sheffield direct to 
Birmingham, over 100 miles, penetrating a section 
of country rich in minerals. 

It is stated that the Paduch, Tennessee and Ala- 
bama railroad is backed up by the Illinois Central: 
This road has long been s@heming for an entrance 
into Birmingham and the mineral regions of Ala- 
bama. It is now quietly but surely building a 
line in this direction. There is ample capital be- 
hind the enterprise and it will be pushed through 


as rapidly a: possible. 
The bonds were easily placed, three parties in 
the north taking the entire lot. 


The jurisdiction of Mr. A. N. Sloan, general 
freight and passenger agent of the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus road, has been extended to 
Carroliton. Ga. This gives the gentleman sixty 
additional miles of territory, making 200 miles in 
all. Through Mr. Sloan’s efforts a new service of 
through passenger trains has already been put on 
from Chattanooga to Griffin, commencing Sunday 
the &th. This will open up another new Florida 
line, giving direct connection at Griffin with the 
Central railroadfor south Georgia and Florida 
points. 


A gentleman from Augusta said yesterday: 
“Augusta is becoming quite a railroadcity. Four 
} important lines are now being built into that city 
as rapidly as possible, and when they once get in 
and are in operation the Electric City will take 
unto herself a jump upward, aside of which the 
famous Kansas City boom of a few years ago will 
sink into insignificance. These four roads are the 
Fort Payne and Eastern, the Augusta and West 
Florida, the Three C’s and the Atlantic Coast 
Line.”

The prices they had to pay ought to have 
convinced them of the folly of depending on 
‘the results of overproduction of the staple. 

The alliancemen of Lee county propose 
to make an effort to give the spinners and 
speculators no room for grumbling about 
large cotton crops. They have passed a 
resolution requesting the president of the 
state alliance to ask the presidents of state 
alliances in all the  cotton-growing 
states to meet either in person, or through 
delegates appointed by them, at such places 
as he may designate in the near future for 
the purpose of securing unity of action, to 
the end that the production of cotton in the 
southern states shall be curtailed and other 
crops proportionately increased. 

This would certainly solve the problem of 
low prices for cotton. It would do more 
thau this—it would enable the farmers to 
become practically independent in the di- 
rection of raising their own supplies. They 
wouid get higher prices for the short crop of 
cotton, and, in addition, be independent of 
the western producers of grain and meat. 

Yet it is very difficult to bring such a state 
of affairs about.

Judge Clarke’s Response. 


As Judge Clarke arose to reply he was 
greeted with round after round of cheering 
and applause, so that it was some while before 
he could proceed. 

“Gentiemen of the Atlanta bar,’ said he, “the 
uppermost sentiment in my beart tonight, the ab- 
sorbing sentiment, and, indeed, the only senti- 
ment, is one of sincerest. andjdeepest gratitude for 
this evidence of your approval. I like 
lawyers. I have always hiked lawyers 
and shall evermore. I was reared 
under circumstances which created in me this 
partiality from my earliest recollection. My 
father was a member of the bar, and, though he 
left the practice when in the vigor of manhood, he 
never lost an opportunity to impress on me his 
respect for the profession. 

‘“*In that prosperous and happy epoch just pre- 
ceding the war it was customary for persons who 
resided in the towns and villages and were com- 
fortably situated, especially lawyers, to extend 
hospitality to gentlemen of the profession from a 
distance. In imy childhood I saw as guests at my 
home in southwestern Georgia many of 
the notable lawyers and politicians 
of that region. Of _ these I recall 
Judge Alexander, of the circuit bench; Hon. 
Grigsby E. Thomas, at one time circuit judge; 
Hon. Martin J. Crawford, judge, member of con- 

ress and more recently ofgour supreme court; 

on. Alfred Iverson, distinguished as jurist and 
statesman; Hon. James Johnson, afterward gov- 
ernor, then judge, and, I think, at one time mem- 
ber of congress; Hon. Hines Holt, 
Hon. Marshall J. Wellburn, and Judges 
Kiddoo and Perkins, the last two both of the 
Pataula bench. Seaborn Jones and Henry L. Ben- 
ning were, also, familiar figures to the eyes of my 
boyhood; the formerone of the most eminent 
practitioners of his time, and the latter of whom 
subsequently added to his honors as lawyer and 
judge the bolder luster of martial fame. 
saw the famed Walter T: Colquitt in, perhaps, his 
last effort in the courtroom. Old age had touched 
him with its infirmities, but there still smouldered 
in his dark grey eyes the fires which, in earlier 
days, had flamed out so brilliantly and with such 
magic power, and the words that fell 
from his lips suggested the orator’ then 
unmatched in the forum and on the-hustings. 
Occasionally the kingly Toombs dazzled the vil- 
lage with his presence. 

‘The lawyers named came chiefly from Colum- 
bus. That city was, indeed,the Rome to the modest 
Mantua where we dwelt. These prominent men 
were constantly before me as prototypes. When 
asaboyIsatinacompany of them, it was in 
silent- wonder, and I felt probably the same degree 
of reverence that a Jewish lad of the olden time 
would have had in the presence of the Sanhedrim. 

“When schooland college days had ended, I 
found my older and only brother fortunately set- 
tled at the Columbus bar ina partne as with an 
uncle who had some years betore ieft the circuit 
bench. At my home but’one profession was dis- 
cussed with favor. I came to the bar and in 1806 
opencd an office in this city. There were then 
here some thirty or forty lawyers, probably. They 
had gathered from many places and were 
generally strangers to each other. 
There was scarcely aman of substantial fortune 
among them. It was easily discoverable, how- 
ever, that if they had but little money they repre- 
sented the best talents, professional attainments 
of the first order,energy that was irrepressible 
und courage that was dauntiess. What shall be 
said of this same bar now that it has grown to more 
than 200 members? Is their a body of lawyers in 
this couutryfabler or more learned?

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, February 10.—The stock market still 
maintains an active business in a few stocks, while 
the rest of the list is kept dull and uninteresting, al- 
though the market cannot strictly be called narrow, as 
the trading from day to day extends toa large number 
of stocks, showing that the interest in the market is 
widespread. There is considerable manipulation on 
the bull side but the chief actor in thisis a late bear 
leader, and the methods pursued were exactly similar 
to those which obtained such recognition in the late 
break in the market. He doesnot seem able as yet, 
however, to get any following on the other side, and 
operators, both large and small, are holding off for 
further developments, or until the final adjournment 
of congress. The news of the day was not of a charac- 
ter to have much influence upon prices, but what there 
was of it wasrather unfavorable. The reports from 
Washington that the recent decision of the supreme 
court changing the method of calculating the net earn- 
ings would result in increasing the payments of the 
Pacific roads to the government, and having a depress- 
ing effect upon the Union Pacific, while the poor pros- 
pect of the shipping bill getting through adversely af- 
fected Pacific Mail. Industrials were again prominent 
for their wide fluctuations, but with the exception of 
one or two specialties, stocks of the regular list were 
kept within narrow limits throughout the day. The 
late strength was again prominent in early trading, 
but laterin the day the bears felt the list and finding 
no marked support, hammered some of the leading 
stocks down, wiping out all ofthe early gainsin almost 
all cases. The rest of the market followed, and the 
final changes, therefore, are in all but a few cases, for 
insignificant fractions, Sugar receipts were helped, 
but the decision of the governor that transactions in 
them should cease after March 2d, asso large a pro- 
portion of them have now been changed into new 
stock, but later when the news of the passage of the 
Erwin resolution to investigate the trust was received 
the entire advance was wiped out in both stocks. 
Mobile and Ohio was the only inactive stock showing 
any material movement, and after a gain of about 2 
per cent closed with most of the gain. The Villards 
were prominent in the first break from the high figures 
of the morning, and Official denials of the reported 
debts, including Chicago and Alton, Susquehanna and 
Western and some others, had their effect in weaken- 
ing the marketin theafternoon. The decline, how- 
ever, was in a few instances for more than the early 
improvement, and no material change in prices is to 
be noted for the day, the close being dull and steady, 
Silver rose ic, and Mobile and Ohio shows a gain o 
1%,c, but the other changes areslight and irregular.

CHICAGO, February 10—Wheat was dull and in- 
active. At the start prices declined %c, and then ad- 
vanced 15,c, closing %\c above the price at the corres- 
ponding time yesterday. The torpidity of the bearsin 
cold weather was replaced by a return of animation, 
and the talk of damage from existing conditions was 
not sufficient to overcome the feeling of comfort from 
higher temperature. The market was dull and heavy 
and prices had a downward tendency, while outside 
orders were very scarce, and the heavy local pounders 
kept hitting it with 10,000, 20,000 and 25,090 bushel lots, 
and light-timbered longs dropping their holdings scat- 
teringly on each 1-16c decline. May wheat sold off to 
96% c in the course of two hours’ trading. News more 
to the liking of the buils now commenced to come in, 
and business, which was very light on the decline, 
became active on the advance which resulted. May 
delivery advanced with light reactions until 983gc was 
finally paid, and 98\4c ruled at the close. 

Corn—Trading was light and without significance, 
and at times the crowd in the trading pit was thinned 
out to the dimensions of a corporal’s guard. 

Trade in oats was light and all for local account, 
the market ruling dull and quiet around and slightly 
below the closing prices of yesterday. 

Trading in provisions was remarkably dull, but prices 
improved owing to the receipts of hogs being much 
under the estimates made yesterday. For tomorrow 
the arrivals expected are 40,000 head. Prices were 
highest early in the session, bnt the close shows con- 
siderable advance over yesterday’s resting figures, 
pork gaining 10@12}¢c, lard 2'¢c and ribs 5c.

Tue ConstiTuTIon of last Sunday contained 
the first announcementof this deal, which is 
undoubtly one of the most important ever 
made in Atlanta. Many of the details could 
not be given then as the papers had not all 
been prepared, but yesterday thie work was 
completed. 

General J. I. Wilder, the well-known capi- 
talist of New York, who is known far and wide 
through the part he has taken in the develop~ 
ment of the south, is one of the principal fig- 
ures in this transaction. General Wilder 
reached the city early yesterday, and all the 
morning he, and gentlemen interested with 
him, were busy with the details of the trans- 
action which drew them together. Besides 
General Wilder, there were Mr. H. 5. Cham- 
berlain, a very prominent capitalist and iron 
man, of Chattanooga; Colonel J. H. Moore, 
one of Nashville’s wealthy men; Mr. E. East- 
man, of Birmingham, and Mr. J. D. Collins 
and Mr. P. H. Harralson, of Atlanta. Mr. A. 
E. Calhoun is the attorney for these gentle- 
men, and was closeted with them yesterday 
morning, drawing the necessary papers. 

THE PROPERTY SOLD. 

The particular piece of property which 
changed hands was a tract of something over 
1,000 acres lying on both sides of the Chatta- 
hoochee where the Western and Atlantic 
crosses the river at Bolton and Iceville. The 
property is four and a quarter miles from the 
city limits. This was sold by Mr. J. D. Col- 
lins to the gentlemen interested in the Chatta- 
hooches Land Company project, the price 
paid being $125,000. 

Mr. Collins has held this land for years. 


over fifty years and there Jim Collins was 
born. He has refused a number of good offers 
for the property but has held it, 
confident of its outcome. “I would not 
have sold it had I not been interested with 
these gentlemen,’’ said Mr. Collins yesterday, 
‘and had I not realized that what we are going 
to do with the property will bring still greater 
returns, both for us and for Atlanta.”’ 
WHAT THE SALE MEANS. 

This sale is no mere land speculation. These 
gentlemen propose to build there a town that 
will virtually be a great manufacturing suburb 
to rae and they have the material to work 
with. 


In this way. 

General Wilder and three other gentlemen 
own a great tract of iron land in Cherokee 
county—some 2,800 acresinall. Mr. Collins has 
$140,000 invested in this, Cherokee county 
property, and these others are in the same 
company with him. This iron is said ‘to be 
the finest in the south, if notin the country. 
It assays at from 65 to 66 4-10. 

The plans of the company contemplate the 
shipping of this over tothe new town where 
furnaces, rolling mills and factories are to be 
established. Itisa part of the purposes of 
the company to encourage other manufactur- 
ing concerns by an offer of a site free to every 
one that will locate there.

roject of ours to bring it to Atlanta and have 
it manufactured here, means a very great deal 
for Georgia.’”’
